Day Turned Tragic 
At Greenbelt Lake

Questions” abound as the 
search continues for the retrieval 
of the body of a 23-year-old man 
who presumably drowned Mon- 
day at around 1:30 p.m. in 
Greenbelt Lake. The missing 
man, Dwayne Williams, was a 
Guide Program, Inc. counselor at 
a group home for homeless teen- 
agers in Riverdale. He was at the 
bow of the jonboat operated by 
the owners of the private conces- 
sion stand at Attick Park. 

The operator of the concession 
stand, Thomas Johnson, of 
Lanham, also employed at Guide, 
was manning the 12-foot boat 
powered by a.7.5-horsepower 
motor. Two teenagers from the 
group home were also on the 
boat. 

Reportedly, no approved per- 
sonal floatation devices (life jack-

ets that can be worn) were 
available on the boat, a state 
law requirement, although flo- 
tation cushions were on board, 
Maryland Natural Resources 
Police (MNR) are investigating 
any violation of state laws 
dealing with boat safety. MNR 
spokesman Richard McIntire 
said the boat was about 60 
yards from shore, in an area 
where the water 1s 12 to 15 
feet deep. 

For reasons that are still un- 
clear, McIntire said, the boat at 
full throttle started taking on 
water at the bow. The opera- 
tor of the motorized boat ap- 
parently then tried to head 
back to shore when the boat 
stopped, causing the bow to 
drop suddenly, flip, throwing 
the occupants overboard, the 
spokesman said.

Gary Reece, 46, of Wheaton, 
said he did not see the boat flip 
but rather propel itself under wa- 
ter and then saw the four stand- 
ing up in the boat. Reece said 
he was sitting at a picnic table 
near the concession stand. 
“There was no jumping splash, 
that kind of thing,” and the boat 
may have eventually flipped 
when they struggled to stay on 
board, Reece said Tuesday at the 
park. He said he then saw the 
four people in the water and 
thought they appeared to be able 
to swim. vee 

A short while later, however, 
Reece said they started calling 
for help. Reece said he swam 
out to the group, pushing a 
jonboat, but by the time he got 
there he only saw three people in 
the water. Reece said he held 
the boat still while one of the 
teenagers climbed on board. 
Johnson and the other teenager 
were hanging onto his boat. 

The Boat 

A. closer look at the jonboat 
that held the missing man 
showed ducktape on the bottom, 
near the bow. McIntire said this 
appeared to be unacceptable 
maintenance practice. There was 
also no visible registration sticker 
or license number on the side of 
the boat. He said that the maxi-

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Council Seeks to Respond 
To BARC Office Park

At its July 2 special meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council took 
its first steps im response to the 
recent approval of a U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture 
(USDA) headquarters complex 
to be constructed on the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC). Land clearing 
has already begun on the 
Sunnyside Avenue site, between 
the railroad tracks and Tucker 
Road. 

The councilmembers had two 
major concerns - increased traf- 
fic and damage to adjacent 
woods and wetlands. 


Little Leverage © 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
advised council that they have 
little leverage regarding road 
improvements. The federal 
government does not have to 
comply with state or county 
laws, such as the adequate pub- 
lic facilities test, that» private 
developers must heed. In addi- 


‘tion, Manzi has heard that after 


a state review, the county gov- 
ernment backed off of some of 
the road improvements it had 
intended to ask federal officials 
for. Manzi has not yet been 


able to obtain a copy of the 
original county requests. Of 
further concern is that the plan 
for the development does not 
call for some needed improve- 
ments to be started unt! the 
buildings are complete and oc- 
cupied and new traffic studies 
completed. In addition, the fed- 
eral law only requires sufficient 
road improvements to handle 
the new traffic generated by 
this specific development, so if 
roads are already inadequate, 
the government only has to 
bring the roads back to the cur- 
rent level of inadequacy. 


Environmental Concerns 
The Maryland Department of 
the Environment will be the state 
“spokesman” for this project, ac- 
cording to Manzi. He said that 
state officials are very concerned 
about the impact of the develop- 
ment on Beaver Dam Creek, the 
floodplain and the woodlands. 
However, federal officials. need 
only comply with the federal En-. 
vironmental Protection statute, not 
with state and local laws. This 
Statute allows for replacement as 
the sole mitigation of wet-

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Bike Lanes and Beautification 


On Wednesday, July 17, the city council will review the Advisory 
Planning Board’s proposal for Cherrywood Lane. The plan would 
eliminate two existing traffic lanes and limit parking to only one sidé 
of the street at Springhill Lake in order to provide for bicycle lanes. 
Apparently the councilmembers support the proposal. We urge council 
to consider these issues before taking action to proceed with the pro- 

sal. 

E Satare Development. Until decisions are finalized on the many 
pending development proposals for the Greenbelt West-Metro Station 
area, we think it is foolhardy to reduce existing road capacity. Plan- 
ning is now underway on the Transit District Overlay Zone that in- 
cludes the Greenbelt Metro Station and the unincorporated A.H. Smith 
property. There are proposals for extensive development using air 
rights above the Metro parking lots.. We are not gung-ho for more 
development but those. who think that eliminating adequate roadways 
will prevent this development are sticking their heads in the sand. 

Bicycle Safety. We are not opposed to bicycle lanes, but do not 
believe they should be created at the expense of travel lanes. Plac- 
ing a bike lane between the travel portion of a roadway and a park- 
ing lane, as would be the’case at Springhill Lake, is not a good idea. 
Bus traffic, which is unusually great on Cherrywood Lane because of 
the many bus routes that begin at/the Metro station, will either have 
to weave in and out of the bike Janes in order to pick up and dis- 
charge passengers, or block travel lanes. 

Street Parking. Parking on Cherrywood Lane would be cut to only 
one side of the road at Springhill Lake. Although only a few 
Springhill Lake residents now have to park on the street, when the 
complex is fully occupied, parking is woefully inadequate. The loss 
of parking on Cherrywood Lane would eliminate the one area now 
available to residents who can not find parking elsewhere. 

Priorities. The city has a long list of unfunded capital projects, in- 
cluding many needed road repairs and improvements..We are. con- 
cerned that this proposal will be given higher priority than more im- 
portant unmet needs, as was. the case when bike lanes were placed on 
Crescent Road. The city council seems to be marching to the beat 
of a small group of drummers and not considering this proposal in 
relation to other needs. 

Impact on Adjacent Properties. Council appears to have turned 
a deaf ear to the many concerns raised by Cherrywood Lane property 
owners, perhaps because those owners are not city voters. In our 
view, council has the responsibility to consider the interests and wel- 
fare of all citizens and property owners. Council should keep in mind 
a time in the past when Springhill Lake residents got upset with an- 
other city council, became involved in city affairs, voted and helped 
to radically change the membership of the councd. 

Other Needs. We believe that there are ways to beautify 
Cherrywood Lane without eliminating travel lanes. We favor street 
beautification if funds are available. Similarly, there are other alter- 
natives such as stop signs and marked cross walks to slow traffic and 
improve pedestrian safety.

In the Wind 


Recycling changes are in the 
wind. Residents may be aware 
that the City has a new recycling 
collection contractor, AB Consoli- 
dated. This company has been 
working on the best collection 
method for Greenbelt. Specifi- 
cally, the mixed paper is being 
collected.in one truck. The glass, 
plastic, aluminum and steel con- 
tainers stored in yellow recycling 
bins are being collected in a 
separate truck. Which truck 
comes through a given neighbor- 
hood js anyone’s guess, but the 
recycling is being collected on 
the regular collection day. 

Because of the collection 
change, it’s even more important 
that residents have the mixed pa- 
per separate from the other 
recyclables. Remember mixed 
paper includes newspapers, maga- 
zines, catalogs, junk mail, phone 
books, cardboard/paperboard and 
(Milk cartons are 
not recyclable!) Yellow bins 
should only have rinsed glass 
bottles and jars, aluminum and 
steel cans, plastic milk/water jugs, 
and plastic soda bottles. 

The residential recycling pro- 
gram has been so successful that 
the average Greenbelter will re- 
cycle over 460 Ibs of materials in 
one year. These recyclables have 
found a modest market which 
means the City will receive rev- 
enue from the sale of both the 
paper and commingled containers. 
Every time residents recycle, we 
are helping the environment, the 
economy and our community. 
Today i§ goodbye and my Tast 
day as the City’s Recycling Coor- 
dinator. I am leaving the City in 
very qualified hands. If you have 
any questions about recycling, 
please call Jennifer Foley at 474- 
8308.

way. A board of directors for the 
coming year was elected, with 
Alan Turnbull serving as Pregi- 
dent. | 

Two items were on the GDC 
agenda, a contract to replace the 
roofing on both buildings and a 
contract to produce a sign to be 
installed between them. Both 
contracts were approved. Re- 
garding the roofing of the build- 
ings, the workers will try to keep 
to a minimum any inconve- 
niences to tenants. However, 


since the air conditioning works:

GHI staff have met with the 
assistant vice president of Se- 
quoia National Bank, who indi- 
cate@ that she has received per- 
mission from the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association 
(FNMA) to offer a limited num- 
ber of loans with a 5% down 
payment. There may be as few 
as five slots available for these 
mortgages. GHI General Man- 
ager Gretchen Overdurff recom- 
mended that the board accept this 
offer since it may not be repeated 
if GHI turns it down now. 
Overdurff indicated that she does 
not know if applying for these 
mortgages will be more likely to 
trigger a FNMA audit, as the cre- 
dentials needed by borrowers re- 
main the same. The current GHI 
policy requires 10% down. 

The board voted to amend that 
policy to allow loans requiring 
5% down in instances where the 
outgoing member is holding the 
note or where financial institu- 
tions approved as lenders by GHI 
have been authorized by FNMA 
to enter into such loans. This 
policy is contingent upon the 
purchaser’s obtaining insurance 
for 100% of the loan amount. 
Loans will be offered for a trial 
period on a case by case basis.

The member has also noticed a 
proliferation of portable hoops in 
the courts and is concerned about 
possible resale value issues, as 
well as noise.. An informal sur- 
vey of the formal basketball 
courts indicates that there is room 
to play there. 

Board member Dorothy 
Lauber commented that the Aes- 
thetics and Environment Commit- 
tee had discussed a similar issue, 
including noise ordinances and 
the concerns when people outside 
of a court use the hoops, espe- 
cially those not in private yards. 
The problem of liability insurance 
was also mentioned. The board 
referred the issue to the A&E 
Committee for further explora- 
tion. 

Member Requests 

Norman Weyel, Woodland 
Way, had petitioned the board for 
reimbursement for an oil furnace 
that had to be installed in his 
freestanding home. The issue is 
complicated and goes back to dis- 
cussions in the early 1980’s re- 
lated to rehab. In addition, there 
is disagreement over whether he 
has been paying into the fund for 
heating replacement as are other 
members. Currently 11 homes in 
GHI have non-standard heating 
equipment. Board member Bill 
Phelan indicated that he would 
like information on all 11 homes 
to see what might be done to 
bring them back under the GHI 
maintenance umbrella. 





Jay Freedman, Director of 
Technical Services, commented 
that other homes have non-stan- 
dard items such as windows. In 
addition, Freedman stated that 
GHI has only collected, to date, a 
fraction of moneys needed for re- 
placement. The board agreed to 
investigate further and to discuss 
the issue, perhaps at the July 
meeting. 

Another member commented 
on the large number of cars 
parked in the area of Ridge and 
Research that are never driven. 
GHI will investigate this issue 
also. 

Contracts 

In May, the board had ap- 
proved for first reading a contract 
to replace air-conditioning units 
in six larger homes. It now has 
been determined that. air condi- 
tioners in eight homes should be 
replaced. Thus a new first-read- 
ing for contract was approved, 
followed by the second reading 
for a contract not to exceed ap- 
proximately $19,000 for the units 
and ten-year warranties. 

Although the current roofs on 
block homes do not yet show a 
general pattern of deterioration, 
some problems have been noted. 
GHI has decided to test a differ- 
ent method of applying the same 
roofing materials on a small num- 
ber of homes. A contract was 
passed to re-roof two rows of 
houses, at an approximate cost of 
$34,000 including a 15-20 year 
warranty. 

A third contract was approved 


Thursday, July 11, 1996 
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for first reading — to repave 
parking lots in 20 courts. The 
board has funded increased ex- 
penditures for parking lot repairs 
and has approved an expenditure 
not to exceed $101,000 on repav- 
ing these courts.

lands destruction. Based on 
past developments, Manzi ex- 
pects that the government will 
create replacement wetlands 
elsewhere on BARC property. 

Despite these limitations, 
Manzi said that the city’s 
only “crowbar” is the environ- 
mental side. There are two 
different types of permits that 
can govern construction in 
wetlands areas. For Greenbelt 
to have any leverage, it needs 
to force the federal govern- 
ment through public hearings. 
This would provide the only 
opportunity for later court ac- 
tion. 


Action Plan 

Council directed Manzi and 
Deputy City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin to contact envi- 
ronmental and other groups 
that might be interested in 
joining with the city in a coa- 
lition to protect the BARC 
environment.

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City Forwards Legislative 
Wish List to MML, Again

The City Council decided on 
legislative items to forward to 
the Maryland Municipal League 
(MML) for the 1997 General 
Assembly Session. The.MML 
takes suggestions of legislative 
items that member jurisdictions 
would like to see considered by 
the state assembly. After hear- 
ing from its members, the 
MML then sets their agenda for 
the session and lobbies on be- 
half of the muntcipalities. 

Greenbelt will forward a 
number of items for consider- 
ation. Suggestions for proposed 
legislation include: the forfei- 
ture of property (i.e. vehicle) 
when an illegal firearm is 
found; charging all participating 
members of a gang equally in 
the commission of a crime; pro- 
viding municipalities the rev- 
enue from moving vehicle cita- 
tions issued by municipal offic- 
ers which now goes to the 
state; raising the percentage of 
Program Open Space (POS) 
funds used for acquisition; and, 
municipal control over speed 
limits. These items were all 
carried forward from last year’s 
wish list and explained in a city 
memo from Deputy City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin. Last 
year, none. of Greenbelt’s sug- 
gestions were taken up by 
MML. 

In addition to last year’s 
carry overs, Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts proposed, and 
council agreed, to forward pro- 
posed legislation for the forfei- 
ture of a vehicle on the second 
DWI offense. 

In other actions at the June 
{0 council meeting, two piéces 
of federal legislation were dis- 


cussed because of their impact 


upon local policy. Police Chief 
James Craze spoke on current 
consideration by the federal 
government to sell radio fre- 
quencies as a source of rev- 
enue. Chief Craze said that the 
resulting reduction of broadcast 
capacity for emergency commu- 
nications could result in a fail-

ure to communicate in some 
circumstances. Councilmember 
White expressed his approval 
of current level of Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funds which will be 
forthcoming from the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development. This year 
Greenbelt will receive $120,000 
in CDBG funds.

pounds according to the manufac- 
turer, Sears. 

The boat was apparently over- 
loaded and there were no ap- 
proved life jackets available on 
board according to McIntire; who 
added that consideration of crimi- 
nal charges is pending. 

Greenbelt police spokesperson 
Pfc. George Mathews said Ani- 
mal Warden Martha Fenn placed 
the call-over police radios at 1:38 
p.m. Fenn was patrolling the 
area when a citizen approached 
her and told her of the accident, 
Mathews said. : 

Greenbelt police officer Pfc. 
Barry Byers, who was off-duty, 
and Cpl. Carolyn Breck were first 
on the scene, Mathews said. 
Byers and Breck jumped into the 
water and swam to the boats. 

Within minutes other 
Greenbelt police officers and Fire 
Department personnel were at the 
scene. In no time, there were 
approximately 80 rescue person- 
nel from. various parts -of the 
county converging on the site, 
according to Mary Anderson, 


Prince George’s County. Fire De- 


partment spokeswoman. At 
around 2 p.m., Greenbelt City 
Police turned over the operation 
to MNR, McIntire said. 

PGFD’s spokeswoman Ander- 
son said among the searchers 
were MNR, Greenbelt’s Police 
and Fire Departments, Branchville 
Volunteer Fire Department, PGFD 
underwater rescue teams and 
paramedics. 

U.S. Park Police conducted he- 
licopter aerial searches Monday 
and Tuesday. 

On Tuesday afternoon, dogs 
from PGFD’s urban search and 
rescue unit were also brought in. 
According to McIntire, dogs can 
smell oil reaching the surface 
from submerged bodies. Three 


dogs brought separately on zodi- 
acs (rafts) became agitated in an 
area where the accident occurred, - 
County fire department’ spokes- 


ing victim. 


person Mark Brady said. He 
said buoys were to be installed 
around the perimeter and PGFD 
would proceed to start a grid 
where divers go back and forth. 
Poor visibility and thunder- 
storms hampered the search, 
which was called off Tuesday at 
5:30 p.m., McIntire said, and 
would resume Wednesday 
morning.McIntire said the water 
was roughly 74° F, which meant 
MNR expected the body to sur- 
face within 48 hours.

tued to be on the scene 24 hours 


a day since the tragedy oc- 


curred. Officers patro! the area 
and will continue to have a 
presence until the body is. re- 
trieved. They are helping to fa- 
cilitate the work of the various 
agencies involved and to coor- 
dinate those efforts.

The city council held a 
worksession on June 18 at 
which Julie Greer of Gunners 
Mate, the concessionaire, intro- 
duced Thomas and his wife 
Laquetta as prospective buyers 
of the concession stand, subject 
to approval of the city.

ions. In addition, every child 
and upon request, any other 
person in a rented boat, shall be 
furnished a life preserver Vest.” 
All holders of the concession 
lease have also agreed to obtain 
necessary licensing from the 
county and state and to abide 
by the terms of those licenses.

The Search-Day Two

The day dawned early at 
Greenbelt Lake on July 9, the 
day after a man was.reported 
missing and presumed. drowned 
there. Police and fire fighters 
were setting up for another day 
of searching the lake. Carolyn 
Presutti, WUSA Channel 9 News, 
had been reporting live, periodi- 
cally since 5:30 a.m. Rescue 
teams were placing boats into the 
lake: the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Police were 
there, as were divers from the 
Laurel Rescue Squad and search- 
ers with a boat from Berwyn 
Heights Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, Suddenly a loud noise was 
heard overhead, and a U.S. Park 
Police helicopter circled low sev- 
eral times over the lake before 
moving away. Slowly the search 
got underway; a silent crowd 
lined the shore, with media 
people, family and friends of the 
missing man, and the curious. 
Greenbelt Police were every- 
where. 
As I pulled into the 


lake park- 








ing lot a second time at.1 p.m., a 
Greenbelt Fire Engine raced out 
with its siren on. | thought per- 
haps the body had been found, 
but the truck was apparently re- 
sponding to another call. At the 
lake little had changed. Two 
Natural Resources policemen 
were slowly traveling the lake in 
a motor boat, dragging a chain. 
Another boat, an inflatable, con- 
tained a diver who dove and sur- 
faced repeatedly without finding 
anything. The Channel 9 news 
van had departed and was fe- 
placed with one from Channel 7. 
The Prince George-s County Fire 
Department had set up its Emer- 
gency command Center vehicle 
on the far side of the lake, where 
fireworks had been set off only a 
few days ago. Boats and rescuers 
were now centered there instead 
of near the concession stand. The 
dedicated professional men and 
women continued to search and 
discuss what to do next, but it 
was a somber group.

Day Three
